Eing ſenſible of the generall and not unreaſonable expectation of the Subſcribers to have re- 
ceived the laſt Part of this Work cre this time, and of the occaſion I gave them tor ſuch 
thoughts by a paſſage in my laſt Advertiſement, I hold my ſelf obliged both for my own 
vindication and their ſatistaction to give an account of the reaſon of the delay, and to ſer 
ſome Bounds to their expectation. . 

I ſhall not be eſteemed vain or arrogant if I ſay that both the preſent and former delays 

have not been occaſioned by my neglect or flothtulneſs, for I have many witneſſes of that conttant dili- 

gence whcrewith I have attended upon this Work from the beginning of it untill this day, but by divers 

other cauſesor hinderances, partly ſuch as have been common to all the Volumes, as the neglects of the 

Workmen at the Preſs, though this laſt Summer more than ordinary, becauſe of a long conteſt between 

them and Forreigners, and the juſt care for the preſervation of my health from thoſe Diſtempers which 

ſo much ſedentarineis hath diſpoſed me to; and partly ſuch as are peculiar to this laſt Part, as the ex- 
traordinary and indiſpenſable occaſions about my domeſticall concernments, which, as it is known to 
divers, have been no ſmall impediments to me; and eſpecially the growth of the Work under my 
hands beyond the expected bounds, whereof as I hope the Subſcribers will reap the profit, ſo the charge 
and loſs will be entirely my own, which though it will be much greater than will eaſily be imagined, 

Idocheartully ſubmit to it for the publick good, though it had not been difficult to me to eaſe my felt 

in a great part of this burden, it I had been ſway'd by my own private Intereſt. Amonglt other things 

which cauſe the ſwelling of the Work and require ſome longer time, one is this, that I have deſigned to 

make two or three large Indexes to the whole Work, which, as I have been earneſtly detircd to do by di- 

vers of the Subſcribers, fo of how great neceſſity and uſe it will be to the ſpeedy finding out of a multi- 

tude of Words and Phraſcs,and Matters, which, though appropriated by my Authors to particular texts 
of Scripture, have an aſpect upon divers other places, is ſo evident to all learned men, that it were 
ncedlets to ſay morc of it. And this Addition I do the rather make, that I may hereby expreſs my 
| © 2246 tothole numerous Subſcribers, who have given me no cauſe to repent that I referred the ten 

illings addition to their Ingenuity. And whereas many others of the Subſcribers who gave no part 
thercot at the taking up of the hrli Part of this fourth Volume, have declared their intentions togive the 
whole ten ſhillirgs at the taking up ot this laſt Part, I do likewiſe intcnd that they who do ſo ſhall re- 
ceive the (aid . together with their laſt Part. But as theſe Indexes will render the Work much more 
compleat and uſctull, ſo they will require ſome time-for the compoſing of them, which makes me tear it 
will be towards Midſummer befor this laſt Part be publiſhed. But about that time, it God give me life and 
health and his gracious aſſiſtance, the Subſcribers may expect it. And I preſume they will not unwil- 
lingly give me this uſe of their patience, becauſe, I doubt not it will be the laſt time I thall call them to 
the exerciſc of it in this way. For although I may poilibly trouble the World with fone more of my La- 
bours, yet it is my full purpoſe to make ſo great progreſs in whatſoever I doe before I put it tothe Prefs, 
that I may never nced the renewing of this requeit. 

And having this occalion offered, I hold it expedient to give here a brief account of my Englith Undcr- 


taking upon Scripture, of which I have given a general notice, and in fit tliue intend a particular account. 


Which at the importunate rcquelis of many Worthy Perſons I did ſome years agoe intend and oblige 
my ſelf to, whereof I have many witneſſes, and ſince that time have made ſome proviſion tor it; and, tor 
reaſons not proper vor netdtul to be here mentioned, though ſuthciently known to the World, I am obliged 
to uſe the more induſtry and expedition in it. And 1 do the rather mention this deſign in this place, 
becauſe I find there is a great and common miſtake amongli my Subſcribers, as it this Engliſh Work 
would in a great mcaſure deliroy the uſe and value of my Latine Sup, which would be not only a great 
violation of the Laws ot juſtice, ingenuity and gratitude to my Subſcribers to the Latine Work, bur alſo 
utterly deſiructive to my Engliſh Undertaking. For whereas the main uſctulneſs of the Latine Synopfis 
lies ina Critical explication of the Hebrew and Greek Words and Phraſes, which it would be very im- 
pertinent to tranſlate into Engliſh, and in a repreſentation of preat varicty of Expolitions of Scripture, 
which Learned and Judicious men will be able to manage to good purpoſe, but, being matters of donbt- 
ful diſpmtation, would rather perplex than cdity the Engliſh Keader : the torm.cr mult be wholly omit- 
ted, and the latter but very ſparingly uſed, it being my intention to diſpatch that Work with allthe 


brevity I can without being injurious to it.
